Although polio can and does 
cause deaths and severe crippling, 
the chances that it will not are 
pretty good. It is now regarded 
as a disease in which only one 
in 100—in some cases even less— 
of those infected become para­ 
lyzed. In many of these, the ill­ 
ness is so slight that a diagnosis 
of polio is not even made. 
Another bright side of the pic­ 
ture is that orily half of those in 
whom the diagnosis can be made 
suffer any permanent paralysis, 
and even in many of those whoi 
do. the paralysis is of a minor 
nature, and recovery can go a long 
way. 
But it is a terrible disease. 
What then can be done to pre­ 
vent it? 
Polio is now k nown to be caused 
by a virus, of which there are 
several k nown varieties or strains.! 
This virus is present in the dis­ 
charges from the nose and throat. J 
and in the intestinal waste of 
those who have the disease, and 


of others who are so slightly sick 
that a diagnosis of polio cannot 
even be made. 
These and other k nown facts 
bring polio into the class of con­ 
tagious diseases, or diseases which 
are spread from person to person 
It is felt that close association 
with infected persons accounts for 
the great majority of cases, but 
since many of these do not have 
active signs of disease, prevention 
of the spread of the virus is stil 
exceedingly difficult. 
At present, the most important 
Measures in the control of Polio 
are to mak e early diagnosis of the 
disease and to hospitalize those 
who are affected. 
In the presence of excessive polio 
in a community, children shoulc 
be protected so far as possible 
against unnecessary contact with 
other than their usual associates 
Keeping flies away from food also 
seems to be advisable. 
With some exceptions, it does 
not seem to be of much value to 
close schools, nor to delay their 
opening. 
Until methods of immunizing 
have been developed (and devel­ 
opment of a preventive vaccine 
may not be far off), generally 
sensible methods are about all that 
can be used.

Steelworkers 
Strike At 2 
Timken Plants 
COLUMBUS, O. 
United Steel­ 
work ers struck two Timk en roller 
bearing plants Friday night and 
were expected to strik e three other 
Timk en plants in Ohio at midnight 
tonight. 
The strik e began at the Colum­ 
bus plant, which employs 3,800 at 
5 p. m., when pick ets carrying “on 
strik e” 
signs 
started 
parading 
around company entrances. The 
strik e began at the Zanesville plant 
at midnight. About 300 persons 
work there. 
Columbus and Zanesville union 
officials said their contract with 
the company ended at midnight 
Friday, while elsewhere the con­ 
tract was interpreted as lasting 
until midnight tonight. 
Contract negotiations brok e off 
Friday at Canton. The company 
and union were deadlock ed on three 
main issues — wages, the union 
shop, and seniority. 
The largest Timk en plant is at 
Canton and employs 8,600. Wooster 
and Mount Vernon plants have 
been represented in negotiations. 
Plants at New Philadelphia, O., St. 
Thomas, Ontario, and Colorado 
Springs, Colo., have contracts that 
have not expired and are not in­

work ers now' is $1.67 an hour. The 
union is ask ing a 1712 cents in­ 
crease for everyone.

He s Agreed On As Compromise 


Monday, Ju ly 21, 1952 


— And There Was Light 
In a su rvey of opinion among newsmen 
assigned to the Repu blican convention, Editor 
A Pu blisher learned that nearly all of them 
regarded television as a net asset in developing 
a better-informed pu blic. 
Bu t nearly all of them believe there mu st 
be a better u nderstanding among television 
people of the reporting fu nction, ’pie televisers 
are primarily interested in pu tting on a show 
to hold au diences. They have no lack of volu n­ 
teers to help them do it, becau se everybody 
wants to be on television. Bu t this is report­ 
ing; it is an exhibit 
Reporting in the field of pu blic affairs en­ 
tails a responsibility for getting behind appear­ 
ances and sou nds to discover motives and facts. 
Thu s, it one thing for a politician to beam at 
a television au dience and annou nce blandly that 
everything is coming his way, ju st as he plan­ 
ned it. It is another thing for a qu alified re­ 
porter to ekplain that the politician was pu tting 
u p a bold front becau se the facts lay in the 
opposite direction. 
In the long ru n, there can be no dou bt that 
television, like radio, will sharpen the pu blic 
.appetite for information by keeping more Amer­ 
icans in closer tou ch with pu blic affairs. It has 
.added sight to sou nd. The fu nction of reporting, 
as carried ou t u nder the free-press gu arantee 
in the Constitu tion, is to add depth and u nder­ 
standing to both. 
Reporters, themselves, will u se television, 
as they have u sed radio, within its limitations 
as a licensed mediu m of commu nication. Tele­ 
vision will acqu ire greater skill in presenta­ 
tion, and televiewers will acqu ire greater skill 
in ju dgment. 
It is reported by high Democratic au thor­ 
ity that some of the mistakes made du ring the 
Repu blican convention will be averted in the 
Democratic convention. It is the firm resolve 
of newsmen that the interference with their 
job which was occasioned by television’s novelty 
end inexperience will not be repeated. 
On with the show, and let the impressions 
lie where they fall. Newsmen will have plenty 
of time to sort them ou t long after the last 
politician has elbowed his way into view, hop­ 
ing to make a good impression and not infre­ 
qu ently doing with one pictu re more damage 
than cou ld have been done with a thou sand 
words. 


CHICAGO 
Nobody has a majority in sight, 
and the three leading candidates— 
Kefau ver, Ru ssell 
an d Harri- 
man—do not have enou gh votes 
combined to add u p to a majority 
at the Democratic National Con­ 
vention. 
Does this mean a long deadlock 
and then a “compromise’* candi­ 
date? Not at all, becau se the so 
called “compromise” candidate is 
already selected and at the proper 
moment—after the third or fourth 
ballot—the other candidacies will 
dissolve if he bu t says the word. 
That candidate is Governor Ste­ 
venson of Illinois who seems to 
have baffled die innocent observ­ 
ers bu t not the experienced politi­ 
cians, who know that a candidate 
can be “drafted,” no matter what 
he says beforehand. If he is really 
seriou s in his u nwillingness to ru n 
he can then say “no.” 
Every­ 
body’s cu riosity will have been 
satisfied, and the convention, with­ 
ou t loss of time, can nominate 
someone else. 
Governor Stevenson is in the 
ru nning almost as mu ch as, if not 
mo» e than, if he had said the 
word giving the delegates the “go 
ahead.” He has strength in almost 
every 
delegation. 
If 
President 
Tru man as mu ch as winks in his 
direction, it will be all over—the 
bandwagon will start at once. 


FOR THE TRUTH is the Demo­ 
crats haven't any better candi­ 
date than 
^evenson 
to 
offer 
against Eisenhower, and they know 
it. As one national committeeman 
remarked after paying high tri­ 
bu te to each of the other candi­ 
dates: “They’re all fine men, bu t 
we want to win.” 
Precisely 
the 
argu ment 
that 
helped Eisenhower get a sort of 
intangible psychological su pport at 
the Repu blican convention is heard 
here—“Stevenson can win.” With 
that kind of sentiment back of 
him, once the majority of the dele­ 
gates make u p their mind, the 
matter of relu ctance of “draft” or 
any of the other coy maneu vers 
behind the scenes will mean very 
little—the swing will start. 
The row between the North and 
the Sou th in the Democratic party 
isn’t going to be patched u p with a 
‘compromise” plank or by “loy­ 
alty” pledges. The Democratic or­ 
ganizations in the sou thern states 
can become indifferent to the re­ 
gu lar ticket if they choose, and 
the Repu blicans can then carry 
certain sou thern states. Everything 
depends on the personality and tact 


of the nominee. 
If he has sense 
enou gh not to carry the civil-rights 
issu e to the extreme no matter 
what the platform plank says, and 
if the Sou th has confidence in hm^ 
there will be a u nited party. 
* 
If Stevens« ! shou ld persist in 
his refu sal to ru n—he has never 
said be wou ld not accept if nomin­ 
ated—then the factions here wou ld 
get together and nominate 
tor the 
President the present vice presi­ 
dent, Alben Barkley. He is popu ­ 
lar here, is satisfactory to Tru ­ 
man and is a favorite with the con­ 
gressional grou ps that are in­ 
flu ential in most of the delega­ 
tions. His age is a factor against 
him, bu t he may be able oo the 
stu mp and by his television appear­ 
ances to overcome any impression 
of physical incapacity. HeH is a 
good campaigner, knows the issu es 
intimately, and has served the ad­ 
ministration well in the past. 


BUT, AGAIN, he is not the first 
choice of the convention assembl­ 
ing here. Governor Stevenson is the 
first choice and there doesn't seem 
to be any plau sible reason why 
the delegates can’t get him to ac­ 
cept if they demonstrate their de­ 
sire to have him, thou gh some are 
annoyed at what they feel is an 
impression he gives that perhaps 
the nomination isn’t worth having. 
Cu riou sly enou gh, despite all the 
hoopla, the three leading candi­ 
dates aren’t making mu ch head­ 
way. Senator Ru ssell is opposed by 
the “left wing” of the party and, 
while he has shown signs of meet­ 
ing labor viewpoint, he is held 
to be u nsatisfactory to the same 
grou ps on the civil rights issu e. 
He might get second place on the 
ticket. 
The trou ble with Harriman’s 
candidacy is that, while his views 
are those of the New Deal and 
Fair Deal, he himself is not well 
enou gh known to the cou ntry to be 
bu ilt u p in three months as a 
candidate. Senator Kefau ver is well 
advertised bu t not well enou gh 
liked by the big delegations which 
come from states where he has 
fou ght the link between the gam­ 
blers and Democratic politicians. 
On paper he is a good candidate, 
bu t he lacks delegates and that’s 
what cou nts here. 
It wou ld be a feather in Steven­ 
son’s cap to get the nomination 
u nsolicited, as he wou ld not be 
obligated to any faction in the 
party.

Western Role There Shaping Up 


Wide-Open C onvention 
In every rou ndu p of possible Democratic 
presidential nominees, one theme appears—the 
fact that not a single candidate cou ld get the 
majority approval of the convention. If the two- 
thirds ru le were still in effect, the convention 
wou ld be paralyzed. 
Whoever comes ou t of the convention with 
the nomination will represent a hard compro­ 
mise. This was the situ ation in 1948, too, bu t 
in 1952 it has been fu rther clarified by external 
events with bearing on political issu es. These 
events have fu rther weakened Mr. Tru man’s 
position. 
Mr. Tru man’s cherished hope that he may 
be recorded in history as the United States 
President who preserved peace may be real­ 
ized. Bu t if he ever hoped he might be recorded 
as the party head who preserved harmony, that 
hope is shattered. 
The paradox of Democratic policies is that 
they have been made so winsome for masses of 
voters that they have been made repellant to 
the party. 
For the sake of winning votes in northern 
cities, the party has alienated its solid core of 
strength in the Sou th. For the sake of playing 
ball with labor u nion politicians, the party has 
alienated its moderate elements. 
For the sake of expediency in its relations 
with some of the sou rces of its campaign fu nds, 
it has destroyed the confidence of Democrats 
who believe in clean government. Throu ghou t 
its policies has ru n a black thread of expediency 
which cannot be hidden. 
Of all its possible candidates, only one. Sen. 
Kefau ver, can claim to have popu lar su pport 
—and he is handicapped by the resentment of 
the party bosses whom he embarrassed with 
his chairmanship of the Senate Crime Com­ 
mittee. 
The only candidate with strong professional 
su pport, Gev. Stevenson of Illinois, is handicap­ 
ped for the opposite reason. Ttye professional 
su pport wou ld be the thing he wou ld have to 
talk down in an appeal for popu lar su pport. * 
Ever since the New Deal coalition was 
jerry-bu ilt on the ru ins of the abandoned Demo­ 
cratic platform of 1932, observers have been 
looking at the resu lt and asking, “What is it?” 
Whatever it has been seems certain to come 
to a conclu sion this week. 
When the Demo­ 
cratic convention is over, even if Harry Tru ­ 
man. himself, emerges as its presidential can­ 
didate, the Democratic party will have been re­ 
organized. 
* 
The coalition held together by that black 
thread of expediency will have disintegrated, 
perhaps to regrou p itself, perhaps to go its 
separate ways into an u ncertain fu tu re. 
After this week, the Qu estion will be, “What 
was it** 


A little more than five years 
ago, Britain dramatically modified 
the cou rse of Eu ropean affairs by 
annou ncing that it wou ld no longer 
bear the financial load incident to 
the su pport of Greece, then deeply 
embroiled in a Ru ssian-inspired 
civil war. 
The sequ el was the American 
Tru man Doctrine, with this cou n­ 
try assu ming Britain’s bu rdens in 
Greece and going to Tu rkey’s aid 
as well. Greek-Tu rkish aid was a 
fou ndation stone of the Marshall 
Plan, conceived later in 1947 as a 
broad Eu ropean recovery program. 
Now there are signs that Britain, 
still the most hardpressed nation 
in Western Eu rope, may have to 
pu ll ou t of another of its historic 
strongholds—the Middle East. The 
British government already has ad­ 
vised Washington of this possibi­ 
lity. 
The explanation is simple: Worn 
down by war and its aftermath, 
Britain does not have the financial 
su bstance to carry ou t its many 
world-wide responsibilities. 
British leaders are relu ctant to 
ask America for more direct aid, 
and there is more than a little 
reason to dou bt the political wis­ 
dom of su ch an appeal. Congress 
is pretty su re to be cool. 


CONSEQUENTLY, it has become 
for Britaih a qu estion of which 
responsibility to forsake. 
The British cannot abandon their 
cu rrent small endeavors in Korea; 
down that road lies political dy­ 
namite from America. They cannot 
yield in the defense of Malaya, 
w’hose ru bber and other war mat­ 
erials are a \ital part of the shru n­ 
ken British trading Economy. Nor 
can they give u p their rearmament 
program and the related mainten­ 
ance of British military forces in 
Germany and elsewhere in Eu rope. 
The Middle East, inclu ding the 
Su ez lifeline to Asia » might seem 
at first glance no easier to aban­ 
don than any of these other com­ 
mitments. Yet if anything mu st be 
yielded, it probably makes more 
sense to give u p the Mediterran­ 
ean zones first. 
To begin with, Britain’s statu re 
in the Middle East is at rock- 
bottom low. Thou gh British troops 
at Su ez are a definite assu rance 
of Western strength, those troops 
stand amid a whirlpool of Arab 
hate and distru st. 
One may qu estion whether the 
situ ation represents a net gain for 
the West in the battle with com­ 
mu nism. 


WHEN EGYPTIAN resentment 
against Britain w*as at its boiling 
point last winter, earnest efforts 
were made to su bstitu te a collec­ 
tive Western defense force for 
British troops. 
The plan broke down becau se 
Egypt insisted that the Tommies 


leave first, before any su bstitu te 
was in being. The West rated this 
risk too great. 
Possibly Egypt and its Arab 
neighbors may look u pon the “col­ 
lective defense” arrangement with 
kindlier eyes, now that they u nder­ 
stand Britain is really anxiou s to 
pu ll ou t. 
Britain shrewdly figu res, too, 
that Congress might be willing to 
pick u p part of the financial bu r­ 
den in the Middle East, while it 
wou ld take a dark view of larger 
commitments in other areas of 
British responsibility. 
The reason for this is that Amer­ 
ican lawmakers realize the import 
tance of Su ez in the West’s pat­ 
tern of naval and economic de­ 
fense; and they grasp also the 
necessity of maintaining a net of 
air bases in North Africa from 
which mediu m bombers cou ld ju mp 
off for assau lt on a warring Soviet 
Union. 
Whatever happens, Britain’s ap­ 
parent decision to relinqu ish its 
position in the Middle East will 
mean more worries—financial and 
otherwise—for the rest of the West. 
Bu t anybody who knows a way to 
escape those worries will be wel­ 
comed with open arms by U. S. 
and other Western statesmen.

I soon enou gh discovered that 
I cou ld transact more bu siness on 
the telephone than by ru nning 
arou nd from hotel to hotel. So I 
said to myself, after my pu lse beat 
had reached alarming proportions, 
that it is ju st as efficient to tele­ 
phone from my Berkshire hilltop 
as from the 15th floor of’the Conrad 
Hilton hotel. And I will not have to 
shu t the window to keep ou t the 
noise of the street singers whose 
doggerel pollu tes Chicago’s air.

ANNOUNCEMENTS 


Although few home-owners de­ 
fend themselves from fly and mos­ 
q uito hordes with any thing more 
than window and door-screen bar­ 
riers, there IS more y ou can do to 
fight off these invaders. 
To give some idea of the size of 
the vast armies y ou have to coot* 
bat, the National Pest Coorol As­ 
sociation offers this information: 
A single p air of flies could p ro­ 
duce 191 sep tiliion flies in four 
months, if all lived. That number 
is 191 followed by 24 zeros. 
These hordes are doubly dan­ 
gerous because of the constant 
threat that they ’ll resort to germ 
warfare right on yo ur own home | 
front House flies transmit ty p hoid 
fever, tuberculosis, infant dy sen- 
tary and other diseases. Mosq uitoes 
carry y ellow fever, dengue, mala­ 
ria and others. 
“Hit ’em where it hurts the 
most” is a rule of combat. In mili­ 
tary warfare, armed forces are 
hurt most when their sources of 
sup p ly are hit. The same goes in 
insect warfare. All the ammuni­ 
tion or sup p ly a fly needs is food 
—-the remedy is to cut it off from 
the sup p ly .

Mosq uito warfare takes a sim­ 
ilar line. Your job is to hit their 
source of p roduction, or rep roduc- 
ton in this case. 
Mosq uitoes 
breed in standing 
water. You can hit them where it 
hurts by not allowing water to ac­ 
cumulate in tin cans, eaves troughs 
and street gutters. Put screen over 
op en cisterns; cover cessp olls, sep ­ 
tic tanks and rain barrels; emp ty 
bird baths at least once a week, 
and treat standing water in p ools 
or p onds with larvicides. 
Sp ray s of 5 p er cent DDT on 
p orches and both sides of screen 
doors are effective artillery against 
mosq uitoes. 
Health authorities stress that a 
such chemicals should be used only 
in accordance with manufacturers 
directions. 
Detailed information on sp ecific 
chemicals to use against flies anc 
mosq uitoes may be obtained by 
writing to the Bureau of Entomol 
ogy and Plant Quarantine, Dep art­ 
ment of Agriculture, Washington 
DC.
